' ZS'cw York, June 30.—A good many ..thousand 
Uo>s this summer,-;.instead of [staying in cities to 
carry on their ancient feud with the policemen, or 
~oing to summer resort hotels where restrictions 
against noise in the halls, bare-feet and bean- 
shooters tenu to make life meaningless, will jour- 
ney into the -wilderness and spend "two to three 
months in camps .organized for, their special bene- 
fit and amus'ement. And nearly as many girls as 
boys will.,enjoy similar advantages in camps spe- 
cially designed for them. • 
The summer camp is an effort to solve the 


problem of environment for the growing boy, 
which has developed so rapidly and seems so suc- 
cessful that it deserves more attention from par- 
ents than it" is receiving. Fifteen years ago such 
camps were a novelty. Now thero are about four 
hundred private camps for-boys and girls in New 
England, atone, while others are springing up. m 
all sections of thex country .-which are. suitable as 
summer resorts. 
The Kooky mountain. section 


has a few such camps where boys learn to ride 
and rope and take long pack trips in the wild 
country, and in the Great Lakes section there are 
others. Everywhere the camps are growing both 
in-size and in numbers. 
• 


- So far most ot the camps are small, the great 
majority taking less than "a hundreU boys, many 
only a dozen or so, while few of the private'camps 
take ruore .than -two..hundred..-.. The"-camps or- 
ganized'by the T. M. C. A.', the-Boy Scouts and 
other such organizations are .larger. To enter one 
of-the private camps costs'-from $2.50 to $400 for 
the season, and the best of "these camps-provide 
the most.elaborate care: The larger organization 
camps offer the boys less individual attention, but 
'furnish an opportunity for those of smaller means. 
The conducting of camps for boys is one activity 


in which" large scale"corporate enterprise has not 
yet entered-. If the demand for them continues to 
grow we will" no doubt in time see enormous 
camps, organized on strict business principles, and 
these will'- probablyV-gi-ow 'into 'chains of camps. 
But so far "little business" is supreme in this 
field, and the field is probably-better off for that 
fact. Most -of the camps are conducted by men 
who follow other occupations in the winter. One 
of them, for example, is conducted by a high 
school professor, and another by a New York 
business man who .regards his-pcamp as his hobby, 
and all ot his boy customers as personal friends. 
He adopts .an extremely independent, attitude to- 
ward interfering-parents.

TO PUPILS, IS PLAN 


Reports on transportation of ru- 
ral school children o^ the county dur- 
ing the year are being 
received by

District number 2. Union, -which 
transports its 
pupils to schools of 
Brooklyn, is tho largest school whiph 
transported them the past winter, re- 
ports show. 
Twenty children, 14 to 
the grades and six to the high school, 
were taken from 
different parts of 
district two, Union, to Brooklyn, ev- 
ery morning and taken _back-,every 
afternoon. This has been done far a 
number of years. Last fall, 
a, small 
motor truck was purchased for this 
purpose, but 
because . of the deep 
snow 1t was 
necessary the greater 
part of the winter, to hire a team 
thus increasing the "expense, which 
for the season, Amounted to about 
$800. Even with this increased .ex- 
pense, it -was cheaper to,-do this than 
to'hire a. teacher, it is claimed. 
If an SO per cent 
attendance Is 


made during the year, state aid for 
transportation is received? which in 
the case of district two. .will amount 
to $150; The rest o.f the expense is 
paid by the district. 
Seven schools of the county find it 
cheaper to transport than to hire a 
teacher,-and for the- last few' years 
have tieen using sleighs, -.buggies and

When 16 years old, her captor lost 
her in a gambling game to a French 
trapper, name'd Chartaoneau,- and she 
became the Frechman's wife. 
Jn the autumn of 1804 the great 
explorers, Lewis and Clark; arrived 
in a Mandon village, * where, Char- 
boneau was living, and wintered 
there. 
They' were on 
their 
.way 
westward to reach a- route to" the 
Pacific, andj next spring,- they re- 
sumed their course. up the Missouri, 
with Charboneau and Sacajawea for 
guides. -The trapper proved unrelia- 
ble- as a guide and Sacajawea took 
the lead and became the savior of 
the.- expedition. 


Almost '-at. the very place where 
she had been, captured by the Minne-' 
tarees, a band of Shoshones,.led by; 
her 'brother,' met them, and Saca-' 
jawea .persuaded him 
to 
.furnish 
horses and guides. But for her help, 
the 
explorers would never have 
crossed the Rockies.

Afttr many hardships, theiexpedi- 
.tion arrived at the .mouth of the Co- 
lumbia and wintered there. ' Next 
spring, after recrpssing the Rockies, 
Sacajawea guided Captain' .Clark's 
party over mountain, trails to the 
headwaters of tl\e -Yellowstone and 
thence to the Mandan village, where 
had been her hpnie. 
• Both 
the 
M-lnnetarees- and 
the 
Mandans made Sacajewea a chief, 
because of her great adventure. She 
died on the Shoshone Reservation in
